It 
might have been culled “Whea 
the Crusading Had To Slop.” 

Formed in the carly twelfth 
century, the Knights of St John 
of Jerusalem were ‘an exclusive 
band of soldier-doclors, lay- 
brothers vowed like monks to 
chastity, poverty, and obedience. 
After .the Iast Crusude they 
settled in Rhodes, then in 1530 
moved to Malta, where they set 
up_o sovercign State.
